STOMACH MIRACLE, 


Made With Knife Saves 
Man's Life. 


What is probably the most wonderful 
Stomach in the world is owned by Charles 
} Gale, a wealthy Connecticut merchant. 
For the last ten years Mr. Gale has suf- 
fered from stomach troubles, and has 
been operated on for appendicitis, in- 
ternal ulcers, and suposed cancer of the 
stomach. In spite of previous opera- 
lions, Mr, Gale began to have a re- 
newal of his serious stomach trouble. 
No satisfactory diagnosis of his com- 
plaint could be obtained by X-rays, and 
fvom the exterior symptoms it was de- 
cided that cancer was the disease. To 
arrive at this conclusion, Mr. Gale had 
been alternately starved and overfed for 
a week to observe the resulting effects. 
| When the operation was performed the 
surgeons discovered that Mr. Gale's 
stomach showed no sign of cancer or 
other disease. In it, however, was a 
Great quantity of fruit seeds and other 
hard objects taken with food. Further 
investigation disclosed that the outlet 
from the stomach was so yery small 
that these objects could not pass through 
it. The opening was, in fact, totally 
inadequate for the passage of enough 
food to keep the patient in health, and 
the food clogged up had distended the 
stomach to twice its usual size, 

There was only one thing to do, 
surgeon believed, and this was to 
manufacture a new stomach outlet for 
the patient. This was done, a portion 
of the intestine where {t was very small 
was removed, and the intestine was then 
reattached to a new and sufficiently 
lurge opening made in the stomach. Mr. 
Cale is now rapidly recovering from 
this extraordinary operation. 

An interesting surgical experiment 
was related at the meeting of the 
Societe Khediviale de Medicine by-Dr. 
Voronoff. The operation consisted in 
the removal of a tumor which — had 
formed in the occipital region, and 
which had greatly damaged the skull. 
After the operation, which was an en- 
firely successful one, a large hole was, 
of course, left in the skull, part ofsthe 
diseased bone ‘having had to be remov- 
ed. Usually in such cases a metal plate 
is inserted. Dr. Voronoff, however, 
thought he would improve on that by 
eratifying a piece of the omoplate of 
a live sheep, exactly cut to fit the gap.

To make a fruit’ and nut cake, which 
is a favorite, stir to a cream two cupfuls 
of sugar and one of butler. Add the 
yolks of six eggs bealen light, one tea- 
spoonful nutmeg and cinnamon mixed 
and one teaspoonful soda dissolved in 
one cupful of cold water. Beat the whites 
of the eggs to a stiff froth and fold in 
allernately with the flour, in which 
cream of tartar has been sifted, in the 
proportion of two teaspoonfuls of the 
tartar to four cupfuls of flour. Lastly, 
stir into the mixture one pound of rai- 
sins, seeded, chopped and dredged with 
flour, and one cupful hickory nut ker- 
nels, also dredged.

Scald 
aclove or two of garlic in several 
waters to remove the rank, crude fla- 
vor, then chop fine with half dozen 
boned anchovies and fill the slits with 
this mixture. Rub the surface of the 
mutton with butter and cover well with 
fine bread crumbs. Place in a pan, pour 
over the bottom a cupful of consomme 
and bake it two hours, basting frequent- 
ly with liquor in the pan. Serve with 
garnish of cooked vegetables or spa- 
ghetti and tomato sauce, 


EMERGENCY LUNCHEON DISHES. 


Creamed Chicken.—Take the remains 
of a cold fowl cut into small pieces. 
After removing all the bones and skin, 
place in a saucepan with one half pint 
of cream and one cup of milk, season 
with salt and pepper and thicken with 
a little flour stirred up in a small por- 
tion of the milk. Add half a can of 
button niushrooms and serve on slices 
of toast garnished with parsley. 

Emergency Salad.—If you have a cup- 
ful of minced chicken or veal, or any- 
thing else, that is enough for two per- 
sons and not enough for the unexpected 
guests, boil four eggs until hard and 
chop up with the meat, serve on lettuce 
leaves, with mayonaise dressing. 

Fruit Slices—Take slices of any stale; 
jcake, cut into uniform size, moisten 
them with wine or fruit syrup, place on 
individual plates, and heap any kind of 
preserved fruit or jelly on them.

BRITISH WARSHIP DAMAGED. 


Battleship Montagu Runs Aground on a 
Granite Cone. 


A Bristol, England, despatch says: 
The British battleship Montagu, of 14,- 
000 tons and belonging to the channel 
fleet, went ashore during a dense fog 
on Wednesday morning at the entrance 
of the Bristol channel. The vessel struck 
on 4 granite cone, south-west of Lundy 
‘island, known as Shutter Point, at 2.10 
on Wednesday morning and remains on 
the rocks with bad rents in her bottom. 
¢Several of her compartments are full «f 
water, and the engine-room, — boiler- 
rooms and stoke holds are flooded, and 
with the water still gaining. She has 
Jost both propellers and her wireless ap- 
paratus, and besides has several holes 
in her plates, It is doubtful whether she 
can be refloated. Her crew has been 
transferred to other ships. 

Naval experts are of opinion that to 
attempt to refloat the Montagu under 
present conditions will mean her dis- 
appearance {n 30 fathoms of water, as 
she is fixed precariously on a ledge and 
in danger of overturning. If possible an 
attempt will be made to patch up the 
vessel before any attempt is undertaken 
to float her off. 

Little {s as yet knowm as to what 
happened when the vessel struck. All 
the members of the crew were saved, 
but several of the men had limbs broken 
or were otherwise Injured. It is reported 
that something in the nalure of a panic 
oecurred when the Montagu struck. 

The Montagu is no first-class steel 
batlleship. She was launched in 19m, 
€ost about $5,250,000 and carried a crew 
of 750 officers and men.

EVILS OF CHILD LABOR. 


Not Yet Entirely Suppressed But Great 
Progress Made. — 


“There are two great causes for child 
labor,” writes J. J. Kelso, “the first is a 
rapacious commercialism that knows no _ 
compassion, and the second is the idea 
of many poor parents that, having 
‘raised’ children, they have a right to 
their earning power at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. The latter are not“alto- 
gether to blame, however, for they are 
often driven in despair and poverty to 
sacrifice their children. In Ontario the, 
school age extends to fourteen and the 
factory inspectors are vigilant in trying: 
to suppress the evil of employing young 
children in factories. Still there are, 
cases that may escape their observation, 
and persons knowing of children sent 
to work too young should send informa- 
lion to the Parliament Buildings, As 
showing the great advance that has been 
made the following extract from an 
article by Prof. Graham ‘faylor is 
worthy of perusal ;”

“Our ancestors could not have supposed 
it possible, posterity will not believe it 
true, that a generation of Englishmen 
had existed that would work lisping 
infancy of a few summers’ old, regard- 
less alike of its smiles or tears, and un- 
moved by its unresisting weakness, 
twelve, thirfeen, fourteen, sixteen hours 
a day, and through tle weary night 
also, till In the dewy morn of existence 
the bud of youth faded and fell where it 
was unfolded.” 

It seems hardly possible that the light 
from our statue of “Liberty enlighten- 
ing the world,” seventy-four years after 
England began to repent of ils crime 
against childhood, should fell upon & 
generation of Americans as heartlessly_ 
repealing the same eruel folly, as though 
the experience and law of civilization 
had not outlawed the barbarily. But by. 
that light a new generation of Ameri- 
cans is emerging, who will cease not to 
lift and bear the gauntlet that fell from 
Richard Oastler's stricken hand, until 
every child in America is assured its

Some Druggists State That Application 
of Leeches Is Not to Be Re- 
commended, 


Leeches are mostly bought by people 
who have had a blow or fall, causing a 
blue spot to appear where the blood 
has congested. They apply lecches to 
take oul the blood from these spots, 

The best leeches are known as the 
Mediterranean leech and come from 
San Guiguela, Spain. They are about 
three inches long, with a soft smooth 
body tapering to each extremity, and 
are marked with from ninety to one 
hundred fine annulations; their backs 
are olive green with six rusty red long- 
iludinal stripes. The ends are termin- 
ated by suckers. 

DANGER IN THEIR USE. 

A peculiar medical law provides that 
a druggist must not apply a lecch. He 
may sell them to persons, but only a 
doctor is allowed to apply it. One well- 
known druggist told The Star that he 
once applied a leech to an abrasion on a 
man’s forehead, because a doctor could 
not be got as the hour was late. “After 
the leech had gorged itself and rolled 
off the mark left by the leech bled so 
profusely that {t took me over four 
hours to stop it; and thon the man’s face 
was ten times worse with the marks 
left by the acids I had to use.” 

The favorite method employed to in- 
duce a leech to fasten itself to the part 
whence the blood ts to be drawn ts to 
drop its tail first Into a narrow bottle, 
and then Invert the bottle over the spot 
where the leech is supposed to go to 
work. If it does not altach itself readily 
a little sweet oil rubbed on the spot will 
sometimes be effective. The leech near- 
ly always falls off after it has gorged 
itself. 

Some druggists put salt on a leech 
after it has been applied to a person,

Eleven Natives Eaten by Herd of Hun- 
gry Animals in Africa. 


Word from Blantyre, British Central 
Africa, states that a herd of hungry 
lions attacked the town of Chorumo, 
Brilish Central Africa, and not only 
killed eleven natives, but put the rest 
cf the population to flight and demol- 
ished many of the huts. Between fif- 


celving outdoor relief at the rate of 
several shillings a week for two years 
Is a shareholder-in the local co-operative 
society to the extent of nearly £50. 

The death is announced of William 
Snaith, locomotive and stores superin- 
fendent of the central division of the 
North-eastern Railway.

This practice is very 
dangerous, as the leech may have been 
applied to a person who was suffering 
from some infectious disease, and no 
matter how long after it is applied the 
second time there is always a danger of 
blood poisoning. 

They are very excitable, and may be 
seen stretching their bodies along the 
glass side of the bottle or bow! in which 
they are kept. At times you may see 
them writhing exciledly through the 
water, after the ‘tiny animalculae that 
constitute their diet. They are only 
fairly good swimmers, but have extra- 
ordinary vigor. 

Leeches possess wonderful power in 
extending and contracting their bodies. 
One moment they are stretched out to 
three inches, the next they are curled 
up in a tiny ball. 

THEY LEAVE A SCAR. 

Some druggists state that the applica- 
tion of leeches is not to be recommend- 
ed; the cure is almost as bad as the dis- 
ease. The leech has three small, sharp, 
semi-circular teeth that radiate from a 
centre. They cut deep, and always 
leave a scar of the same shape as them- 
selves. On the common leech the mouth 
where the cutting teeth are found is at 
the anterior sucking disc. Just back of 
this, and on the upper side, are ten 
small black spots that serve for eyes. 
The usual quantity of blood drawn by an 
average leech averages from one drachm 
to half an ounce. It is digested very 


slowly, and after being gorged in this 
manner, the leech les for several days 
before it regains its normal size and ap- 
pearance, \ 
Leeches are mostly imported from 
Hamburg, and are also collected largely 
in Spain, France, Italy and Hungary.

NICKEL COINS FOR NATIVES. 


Tourists and others staying in Bel- 
gium have probably noliced certain 
nickel coins with a hole drilled neatly 
through the centre. At first the stran- 
ger naturally thinks that the hole has 
been plerced by somé industrious indl- 
vidual to pass the time or “to bring 
luck,” and he is dubious about accep- 
ting such a coin; but he soon finds that 
his notion is incorrect. In the first 
place, the hole is made In a workman- 
like manner; {it appears to have been 
cast with the coin, and not to have been 
The hole has rather 
spoilt the appearance of the effigy of 
King Leopold, but no one is indignant, 
and the coins pass freely—for the tour- 
ist finds that there are many about. 
Further, these nickel coins appear to be 
somewhak larger than the majority of 
coins of the same value. These coins 


are for the Congo natives, to be worn 
as ornaments, if so required. But they 
are actual coins, and intended to be 
used as such; they are made with a hole 
in order to accommodate the natives, 
who have no clothes worth troubling 
about, and consequently no pockets, 
They thread the coins on a string and 
wear them round their necks like a 
row of beads. 
BULL FIGHTING IN SPAIN, 

Spain is still a great country for bull 
fights. The season starts on the first 
Sunday after Lent and continues—with 
a short interruption at the helght of 
summer—till the month of October. 
Seville and Madrid are the great centres 
of Tauromachia. In Spain no bull leaves 
the ring alive, neither do any of the 
horses. The expense of supplying even 
the poor hacks which are chosen is 
enormous, and in some poverty-stricken 
townships horses are omitted from the 
performance when the corrida becomes

ger, though less so to the native.

Ginger Cookics.—One cup of molasses, 
one egg, one-half cup of brown sugar, 
one-half oup of butter, one teaspoonful 
of soda, one tablespoon ginger; flour to 
roll. 

A jellied sponge cake makes an at- 
tractive looking dessert and is nice for 
a change. Bake a shallow sponge cake 
of pretty shape and prepare two or three 
pints of orange jelly. Into a flat-bot- 
tomed mould put about a quarter of the 
jelly, and when it 1s almost firm place 
| the cake, freed from any hard crusts or 
ragged edges upon it. Cover with the 
remaining jelly, which should be rapid- 
ly growing thick. When all is firm, 
turn onto a dessert platter and garnish 
with whipped cream, 

Another pretly dish in which sponge 
cake plays an important role {s made 
as follows :—Prepare either a lemon or 
an orange jelly, and while it is cooling 
hollow out the centre of a square sponge 
cake, leaving the bottom and sides thick 
enough to hold the jelly. When the 
Jelly is beginning to grow thick pour it 
in, and sot the plate as near the ice 
as possible. When itis ready to be sent 
to the table pile some whipped cream in 
a small Wen over the top. Chopped 
nuts or bits of candied fruit are an at- 
tractive addition to the jelly, and a few 
bright bits of candied fruit as a decora- 
tion for the top, surrounding the whip- 
ped cream, give a festive touch to the 
dessert, 

Fish Salad.—Take cold fish of any 
kind, remove all skin, bones, etc., and 
Separate the meat into small pieces. 
Pour over a dressing mad@ as follows: 
For each cup of fish take 1 well-beaten 
egg, 1 tablespoon prepared mustard, 3 
tablespoons vinegar, 1 tablespoon but- 
ter, salt and pepper to taste. Put over 
the fire and let boil to a cream, stirring 
all the time. When cool, pour over the 
fish, to which has been added some 
chopped celery or lettuce leaves.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


When mixing flour and water try 
using a fork instead of a spoon, and see 
how much quicker it can be done. 
Heat milk and butter before adding 
to mashed potatoes. Also have the cream 
or milk for coffee warm before taking to 
the table in -cold weather. 
A narrow strip of muslin pinned 
around a cake will prevent the icing 
from dripping down the sides, as it too 
often does. After the icing hardens the 
muslin may be removed without injury 
fo the appearance of the cake.

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About the Farm 
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HARVESTING THE TIMOTHY CROP 


The man who grows timothy produces 
it for the market, for it is not the best 
thing for stock, clover or mixed hay be- 
ing preferred by the large majority of 
careful feeders of all kinds of stock, 
wriles Mr. W. W. Stevens.. If it should 
be grown for home consumption, then 
the haryesting should begin about the 
time the heads are in full bloom, 4s you 
then have a nice green, sweet-smelling 
hay without much dust or lint. But 
when it is to go to market, allow it to 
get quite ripe before the culling begins. 


Engage ahead ofthe season & reliable 
hay baler to do your work just when 
you need him, if you do not own & baler 
yourself. With satisfactory arrange- 
ment made for the baling of hay you can 
start the mower, getting a few acres cut 
down ahead of the teams. One man 
and team will be sufficient to operate 
the mower and tedder, The tedder 
should be started an hour or so before 
you begin taking up the hay, which 
work must, of course, be done in wea- 
ther suitable for hay making. The ted- 
der should be used in this way for the 
purpose of getting all the external 
moisture out of the hay, This is very 
necessary when it is to be baled. 


Two wagons and three men are 
usually sufficient to get the hay to the 
baler, as it is best to do the Work “f the 

ay field. If it is not convenient to se- 
aie pn to haul the baled hay to 
market, the bales may be ricked up and 
covered with some refuse hay or straw 
to protect them till time may be had to 
haul them to the barn or to market, It 
is best to sell and ship hay just as it is 
baled. It saves handling, which cosis 
money, and I find no trouble in gelting 
buyers for hay baled and shipped direct 
from the meadow. Care must be taken 
not to bale up any damp hay. It in- 
jures your trade as well as reputation, 

This metbod is the cheapest and best 
ana Beye to handling the tim- 
othy crop. Any sort of stacking, rick- 
ing or mowing away hay adds to its 
cost and thus reduces the farmer's pro- 
fils. If you can possibly engage & man 
to do your baling, just the day you need 
him, then put up your timothy In good, 
large hay cogks,, where it may stand 
some timo without any serious damage. 
When thus put up, the cocks cH bo 
readily dragged the baler without 
forking the hay in the wagon, Thie 
method does not take much more labor 
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than to haul it to baler direct fr 
swath. 7 

If there is any considerable amount’ 
of hay to handle, a good loader is an 
indispensable piece of machinery in the 
hay field. It does the hardest part of 
the work, and will put hay on the wa: 
gon faster than any two men will do” 
the work under grdinary conditions. In 
this part of the country it is a very diM-— 
cult matter-to secure extra help in hay, 
time, and the average help is never as 
reliable as a machine that can be madi 
to take the place of hand work. a

There Is No Court or Jail, Magistrate or 


Polic 

Sir William MacGregor, Governor of 
Newfoundland, of which Province La- 
brodor is a dependency, has recently 
Issued a report of lentifle and official 
visit which he made to that remote co- 
board last summer, and among other 
aspects of the subject he treats espe- 
cially of the absence of crime {in that 
region. 

Labrador, Sir William say 5, has a 
resident population of 10,000, of whom 
3,500 are white, settled olong its south 
coast. Many of the Indians are half- 


breeds, and there are 3,000 Esquimaux 
scattered along the northern waterfront, 
In addition it is visited each summer by 
some 20,000 Newfoundlanders, who en- 
gage in fishing, which is the chief pur- 
suit of these people. Yet there is no 
court or jail, magistrate or policeman 
of the law on this 
1,000 miles of seaboard, where all these 
people are wrestling a subsistence from 
the ocean. For thirty-three years there 
has been no session of court held, and 
in fifty years the only criminal charge 
which is recorded js that against an 
Esquimau whose jealousy was aroused 
against a rival in his wife's affection, 
and who shot the man as-he walked 
with her. Forty years ago there was a 
circuit court sent fhere every summer, 
but as it found nothing to do it was 
abolished. In the past Labrador was a 
famous pirate stronghold and required 
a French squadron to reduce it. 

Unusual atlention has been called to 
Labrador within the last year and this 
may lead to a change. When any ser- 
fous charge is made now a magistrate 
is sent from Newfoundland to attend 


to it.

WORLD'S LARGEST LINER. 


New Cunarder Lusitania Launched at 
Clyde Bank, 


A despatch from Glasgow says: The 
new Cunard turbine steamer Lusitania, 
the world’s largest liner, was success- 
fully launched at the Clyde bank on 
Thursday and was christened by Dow- 
ager Lady Inverclyde. Hundreds cf 
visitors from all parts of the country, 
besides thousands of the local popula- 
tion, witnessed the ceremony. 

The Lusitania is the first of the giant 
Cunards to be launched and her sister, 
the Mauratina, will follow her into the 
sea a month hence. The Luistania is 
790 feet long, her displacement is about 
40,000 tons, aud powerful turbine en- 
gines will drive her through the water 
a a sustained epeed of from 24 to 25 
knots.

The Moira presents the only water 
power supply in Eastern Ontario 
open to the Provincial Government's 
absolute control, Great as are the 
water powers on the Trent, the Do- 
minion Government has certain rights 
that must needs, more or less, inter- 
fere with the development of water 
power until such time as the require- 
ments of the Trent Valley Canal are 
defined. Such being the case, the im- 
portance of eyen the moderate amount 
of power to be obtained from the 
Moira is increased, 

The close connection between the 
science of forestry and the flow of 
water is now better understood, eyen 
in our country, than it was a few 
years ago, and it would be well if the 
Government does intend to preserye 
the present flow of water in the Moira 
that all further lumbering operations, 


Hydro-Electric Commission should be 
extended so that they could deal with 
the matter. They now baye an en- 
gineering staff at their disposal, or in 
some othee way, the Government 
ought to retain the powers now pos- 
sessed oyer these waters, and also the 
power to acquire such of the dams as 
are necessary for the storage of water 
in the Moira water-shed.

of the Moira. The flow of water, as 
at present, is worth more in dollars 
for power purposes than is the total 
value of the logs floated on it, As to 
the value of the water to the whole 
country for other purposes, such as 
health, moisture, etc., it can only be 
estimated by a comparison of our 
country with those in which a total 
destruction of all the forest has been 
allowed or has taken place. We need 
not expect the results arising from a 
total destruction of the forest to be 
different in Ontario from what it has 
been elsewhere, The water flow of 
the Moira is not now as serviceable 
nor as permanent as it was in years 
gone by ; about as much water comes 
down, but it comes in floods and 
rushes, doing damage instead of sery- 
ing useful purposes. 

any dollars for many years have 
been paid into the Provincial Treasury 
by lumbermen for timber taken out 
of Hastings County, and these opera- 
tions have been continued for so long 
a time that the storage of water natur- 
ally resulting from a torest growth 
has been ruined ; this, consequently, 
has néarly ruined the water powers 
on the Moira, It is now only “ta 
square deal” for the Goyernment%to 
proyide an artificial storage for the 
water. 

It is not necessary to say anything 
about the advantages that accrue toa 
manufacturer who can proyide him- 
selt with motiye power ata less cost 
than does his competitor. The manu- 
facturer may move his factory, to the 
locality of cheap power. Not so the 
mining man; he must needs do his 
work at his mine, and the mines of 
Hastings district have neyer, nor can 
ever, be worked to the best adyantage 
or at such a profit as should be made 
from mining if the motive power re- 
quired has to be obtained from fuel. 
For the mining man in the Hastings 
district it is the cheapest power or 
nothing, and the very cheapest power 
can be developed on the Moira if the 
Governments will it to be. 

It will be seen that the conditions 
surrounding the question of the de- 
velopment of water powers on the 
Moira present features not dealt with 
fully in any report yet issued by the 
Provincial Government, and the mat- 
ter, unless taken on the principle that 
the welfare of one part of the province 
tends to the welfare of the whole, is 
one of comparatiyely local interest. 
A few power sites are made good in 
Addington County, but the great 
bulk of the development would be in 
Hastings County, with the City of 
Belleville the largest beneficiary. For 
this reason it it is necessary that the 
localities interested should make spec- 
ial efforts to lay before the Proyincial 
Goyernment the just and reasonable 
claims for improvements required on 
the riyer Moira and its tributaries,

Double Drowning, 


Two River Drivers Lose Their Lives 
in Riyer Moira.

The accident occurred at the point 
where the old Toronto and Ottawa 
raulway cr: 8 the Moira River aboye 
Bridgewater. At this place there is a 
fall of several feet and below is the 
usual turbulent rapid, The water at 
the fall is divided into two streams b 

a huge rock in the centre. On this 
rock a large hemlock log was lodged 
and it was in attempting to free it 
that these two lives were sacrificed, 
A boat containing four men,—Henry 
Smith, Fred Fairman, John Milyea 
and Thos, Farrell, was being let down 
to the log by means of a rope held by 
five other men on a small pier or 
island about a hundred feet aboye the 
fall. In some manner the boat parti- 
ally filled with water when it reached 
the fall and it was carried down the 
rapids. The occupants were thrown 
into the water and also carried down 
with the current. John Brill, one of 
the men on the island, was pulled into 
the water by the rope attached to the 
boat and was Swept over the fall and 
down the rapids. In an instant 
Henry Vaness, one of the others on- 
the island, jumped into a boat whi ES 
was drawn up on the pier and struck 
out over the fall and through the 
rapids to rescue, if possible, tho: = 
whose who were in suet great dange 7 
All passed through the rapids a aa 
excepting Brilland Farrell, who dis- 
appeared from sight and were drown- 
ed.

Death of Wm. Doughty. 


Fatally Hurt in Runaway. 


Belleville Ontario :—Thursday even- 
ing about five o’clock an old gentle- 
man named Wm. Doughty, residing 
on Grier street, met witha runaway 
accident, which caused his death an 
hour later. The old man started from 
home to drive to his stepson’s place at 
Ross’ Corners, and was driying a horse 
attached to a democrat. When he 
started from his home he had his step- 
daughter and two children in the rig. 


The horse was a new one and behaved 
badly, so he let the woman and child- 
ren out, andstarted onalone. He had 
just nicely arrived over the crest of 
the hill on North Front str., near Al- 
bert College, when the horse became 
unruly and started to run away, 
After running some distance the rig 
came in collision with a phaeton, con- 
taining Mr. N. W. Vermilyea, and 
some of his family, A wheel was 
taken off the latter's rig_by the force, 
and shortly after Mr. Doughty was 
thrown out, alighting on a pile of 
stones by the roadside. His chest was 
badly crushed, and it was seen that he 
was badly injured. He was removed 
to a neighbour's house, and Dr, Mac- 
Coll was soon on the scene. He at 
once ordered the injured man’s re- 
moval to the hospital, where he was 
taken inthe ambulance, On his ar- 
rival there it was found that there was 
no hope for him, and he passed away 
about an hour after his arrival. 

The deceased was born in Madoc 
township 62 years ago. He liyed at 
Ross’ Corners in Thurlow for many 
years and, with his wife, came to the 
city and took up their residence on 
Grier street the latter part of May. 
They had not yet completed moving, 
the old man béing on his way out for 
a load when he met with the accident.

act in the Transvaal, passed at the last 
session of the Colonial Council after a) 
heated debate. It does not réstrict the 
sale of any medicine containing poison, | 
though the same must be labelled “Poi-; 
son,” and country storekeepers are not | 
debarred from selling, as hitherto. 

Under an acl passed a year ago all 
medicines containing poison must be so 
labelled, and every chemist has a list 
of the poisons in his store, so that if the! 
medicine companies doing business in 
the Transvaal do not publish their for- 
mulas with each bottle sold they are 
subject to prosecution; in truth, the 

chemist {s not permitted to let such 
medicines leave his store under penalty. 

If any of the following poisons are 
found to be contained in a formula the 
bottle must be labelled “poison”: 
Almonds, essential oil (unless deprived 
of prussic acid), belladonna and its pre- 
parations. 

The purchaser must be known to fhe 
druggist or have one who is known to 
certify him; he must also sign his name 
and address, and the druggist must 
place his name and place of business 
upon the label. This law has absolute- 
ly rooted out the evil existing at Johan- 
nesburg, where Chinamen could here- 
tofore secure whatever amount of opium 
they desired by merely applying. Few, 
ff any, can sign their names, and even 
then, unless known to the chemist, they 
fre unable to buy. However, it has not 
stopped the smuggling of opium into the 
compound, and it {ts stated that the) 
Chinese are still in that manner able to} 
procure the drug.

BRITAIN'S ALIEN ACT. 


Anarchists Find Shelter Under the Name 
of Political Refugees. 


London is now being practically {n- 
vaded by Anarchists. Every Anarchist 


expelled from the country in which he 


has made himself obnoxious invariably 
Britain his future home. It is 
the only country in Europe where they 
can remain unmolested. 

Last week some seventy-five of the 
Anarchists who were arrested in Paris 
last month arrived at Newhaven, Eng- 
land, as steerage passengers. They were 
put on board at Dieppe with apparently 
the full cognizance of both the English 
and French police. 

The Aliens’ Act forms no obstacle to 
these men, and how they evade it was 
explained by one of these “exiles.” 

“It is in London that we have our ac- 
knowledged headquarters now,” he said. 
“Tho whole of the correspondence with 
our confreres is conducted from here. 
But you need not alarm yourself. We 
are grateful for the hospitality, and we 
will not do any harm here, Besides, it 
would be obviously against our own in- 
terests, would it not? 

“It is difficult to answer you when 
you ask me where we would go if we 
were not allowed to land In England. 
I think {it is the only place. We are 
persecuted by everybody. Were Eng- 
land closed to me I should go {mme- 
diately to one of the republics of South 
or Central America. 

“But if tt happened that we were per- 
come savage. We should make ourselyes 
felt, and that In a very decisive man- 
ner. We are honest people, and fight- 
ing for freedom. 

“We manage to avoid the Allens’ Act 
by describing ourselves as ‘political 
refugees.’ That usually suffices; but 
most of us have renlized the advisability 
of travelling first-class, and it Is not so

SUMMER CARE OF HENS. 

While it is desirable that hens should 
have considerable exercise and a chance 
to get some green forage and insects, 
etc., in summer, it is not necessary thal 
they be allowed to become a nuisance 
and have the range of the farm and the 
garden and destroy more crops than 
their heads are worth, writes a corres- 
pondent. It is just as desirable to con- 
trol hens as it is to control cows or 
hogs, or any other kind of stock. 
Neither do 1 believe in having large 
runs fenced in for farm poultry. Small 
yards are all right, but, one can gel 
along, even without small yards, and 
Keep hens healthy and in good condi- 
tion. 

My practice is to keep the hens con- 
fined to their coops until about 4 p.m., 
then they are let out to have free range. 
Afler crops are well glarted in the 
Spring, hens that are not allowed to 
run until this time of day will do little 
damage. They simply make a business 
of foraging, realizing that there is little 
time to get into mischief and they prac- 
tically have no time for scratching and 
destroying garden stuff generally. We 
have practiced this method of handling 
form poultry for years and find it en- 
tirely satisfactory. 

Another point to be considered in 
this system of handling hens is the fact 
that the eggs are all laid in the coop. 
Where hens are allowed to roam all 
day, it is a difficult problem to get all 
the eggs. The hens steal their nests and 
the eggs cannot be gathered regularly, 
and, consequently, cannot be depended 
upon for private customers. When laid 
in the coop they are all gathered every 
day. If one will slop to consider this 
point, he will see that much is saved 
from the eggs alone. Many farmers do 
not receive the highest price for their 
eggs simply because these are not 
gathered fresh every night. They find 
nests full of eggs, some of which have 
been laid several days and are stale and 
undesirable for eating. No one can get 
a fancy price for such.

growing chickens than the laying hens, 
because they really need more exercise. 
However, early in the season when crops 
are getting started the chickens are 
small and must necessarily be con- 
fined. As they grow older I allow them 
larger range in the plum orchard, and, 
finally, after the cereal crops are gath- 
ered and the early vegelables gone from 
the garden, I slmply fence against par- 
den products like tomatoes and cabbage 
which are readily destroyed by chick- 
ens, then allow the growing chickens a 
free range. 

Most people make a mistake in not 
separating the young pullets, intended 
for winter layers, from the cockerels 
and putting them in thelr winter quar- 
ters until late in the season. They 
ought to be separated, surely as early 
as September. If they are allowed to 
run in thelr summer quarters until 
November and are then put into winter 
quarters, my experience is that it takes 
a long time for them to get accustomed 
to their winter quarters. They rarely 
lay as well as they do when placed in 
winter quarters earlier, even though 
confined more than one would think ad- 
visable. 

Unless the cockerels are intended to 
be sold for breeding purposes, and un- 
less kept for capons or for roasters, 
they should have been-sold long before 
this time. In such cases they. can be al- 
lowed to run until one wishes to put 
them up for fattening for market. Hens 
that have-proved unprofitable, and those 
that have reached the age limit, should 
be disposed of every fall and their 
places filled with young pullets. 

Many people make a mistake in not 
providing enough grit for poultry in the 
summer time. They seem to think that 
as long as young chickens and old hens 
run out of doors, even for a portion of 
the time, they can help themselves to 
all the grit necessary.

VERMIN EXTERMINATOR. 


The best method of exterminating 
rats is by the use of carbon bisulphide, 
The fumes from this are heavier than 


air, and thus its tendency Is to settle 
down instead of rising, as do most 
gases. It is cheap, and safe to use when 


its properties are understood. 

Put about a tablespoonful into the 
mouth of each rat hole In the cellar and 
close up the entrance tightly with an 
‘old bag; do not go near the place for 


a while, say twelve hours, with a 
lighted lamp. The fumes are a sure but 
painiess death when thus confined, 


This is surer than trapping and more 
humane than poisoning. We are in no 
danger of losing the family cat by hay- 
ing her discover and eat one of the dead 
bodies, as has occurred with us three 
times in succession. Carbon bisulphide 
is also the cheapest and best way of-rid- 
ding the farm of woodchucks. Close 
each hole with a big stone or sod. It is 
the surest and most popular method +f 
ridding seed peas and beans of weevils. 

It fs also valuable for ridding poultry 
and stock houses from lice, always re- 
membering in using it for this purpose 
to expose it in shallow vessels located 
at the topmost parts ofthe room, glv- 
ing it a chance to settle. If exposed on 
the floor the fumes might not reach the 
top of the room. All animals or poultry 
should be excluded, and lights, also,

~CARE OF SOWS AND PIGS. 


I would not breed a sow in winter 
until late so that the pigs would be far- 
rowed about the opening of spring, 
writes Mr. S. R, Hawks. Then with | 
proper feeding one can gain 60 days on 
the pigs farrowed in midwinter. Feed 
the sow Jightly on corn and wheat mid- 
dlings just enough to keep her strong 
and healthy until arrival of pigs. Con- 
tinue the same feed and increase slight- 
ly until she has three times each day 
what she cares to clean up. Let the in- 
crease in feed be largely the middlings. 
Mix them with water until a very thin 
slop is made. A little corn soaked until 
soft for the ttle ones, after they begin 
to eat, is well, but is more inclined to 
fatten than to grow. In the meantime 
feed liberally of the middlings and there 
will be no check to growth, 

In my opinion there is no other feed 
so good for pigs or so near the same as 
their mother’s milk. Do not keep hogs 
in too close buildings, they require 
ventilation, Almost any kind of house 
that is dry will do, give plenty of straw 
for bedding, but change it every ten 
days. If possible, have something green 
for them. They will eat almost any 
growth; never let them have access to 
matured grass.

Terrible Scenes Enacted in a Rus- 
sian Town. 


MASSACRE OF JEWS. 


A despatch from Blelstock, Russia, 
says: A massacre of Jews occurred 
hero on Thursday, in which hundreds 
were killed and wounded and Jewish 
shops demolished. The outbreak was tho 
result of the throwing of a bomb at a 
Corpus Christi procession that was pass- 
ing Alexandroyski Street. Someone 
threw a bomb from a balcony among 
the processionists, killing a priest and 
many others. It is alleged that a Jew- 
ish Anarchist threw the bomb, and it is 
asserted that other Jews immediately 
followed the throwing of the bomb by 
discharging revolvers from windows 
into the crowd. Soldiers hastily sur- 
rounded the house ang poured volleys 
through the windows. Meanwhile 
Christians attacked the whole Jewish 
quarter, smashing shops and houses, 
trampling upon goods that had been 
thrown Into the streets, and hunting the 
Jews, whom they beat and hacked. A 
number of Jews, who were pursued by a 
mob, fled to the railway statlon, where 
several of them were caught and killed. 
Three were taken from the upper storey 
of the station to the street. The Jews 
are fleeing from Bielostok to the neigh- 
boring-forests, and mobs are pursuing 
them. Detachments of dragoons have 
been sent out to protect the Jews. Jews 
arriving here on trains have been drag- 
ed from the cars, and many of them 
re been murdered. Troops have 
cleared the railway station. 


APPEAL TO GOVERNMENT.

Shaken up—Boiler 


At 5:30 o'clock Monday evening, 
Without a moments notice, the boiler 
at the cheese box factory of Jones, 
Jackson & Mason, Wldorado, exploded, 
seriously injuring three men namely : 
Bert Richards, engineer, who camo 
from the old country aboat three 
months ago; Wesley Mason and Jus, 
Jackson, members of the firm, 

‘he cause of the explosion is not 
known, but it Reupposeditite water had 
run low and steam pressure too high. 
The machinery-had been af a stand- 
still for a few hours in order to make 
some repairs on the engine and steam 
had run rather low. At five o'clock 
the fire was kindled and about 90 
pounds pressure was vegistered when 
jMason went to the boiler dome to let 
the steam in the lead to the engine. 
He had just reach the floor, after 
accomplishing his task, when the 
explosion occurred, throwing him 
across the room against the engine, 
which fortunately had not yet been 
started. Had it been running there 
would have been nothing to save him 
from being mangled in the gearing. 
As it was the water barrel and frame 
work of the engine caught the weight 
of seyeral heavy timbers’ from crush- 
ing him to death, He was scalded 
about the head and body, 
~ Richards, who was standing at the 
engine, about ten feet from the boiler, 
was badly scalded about the face and 
body and now liesin aserious condition 
Jackson was standing in a doorway 
leading from the engine room to the 
factory and just turned towards the 
saw When the crash came, thus re- 
ceiving the force of the explosion’ on 
the back and neck, scalding shoulders 
badly.

Murdered on Roof Garden. 


Harry Kendall Thaw Shoots Stanford 
White. 


New York, June 26,—Perfectly calm 
and as if he were about to bail out his 
chauffeur,instead of haying to answer 
a charge of murder, Harry Kendall 
Thaw, 36 years old, son of the late 
William Thaw, former yice-president 
of the Pennsylvania lines, and brother 
of the Countess of Yarmouth, coolly 
confronted a coroner and a number of 
police officials this morning and re- 
fused to make any extended statement 
as to his reasons for shooting and kill- 
ing Stanford White, the prominent 
architect, at the first night perform- 
ance of ‘*Mamzelle Champagne,” at 
the Madison Square Garden, 

It is claimed by Thaw that the ar- 
chitect has ruined his life and the 
former’s enmity to the dead man has 
been known for some time to a num- 
ber of their mutual friends. The wife 
of ‘Thaw, Evelyn Nesbitt, was formerly 
intimate with White,and on the even- 
ing of the tragedy, while Thaw and 
his wife were dining af the Cafe Mavr- 
tin, White and a few friends came in 
and sat near. The perturbation of his 
wife was noticed by Thaw. Shortly 
after supper while White was sitting 
in a front row of the roof garden. 
Thaw walked towards him, drawing 
an automatic pistol from his pocket, 
shot him instantly dead, fixing thrice 
and then made little attempt to es- 
cape. Anactorin the final scene of 
the comedy was singing, ‘‘ And now 
let the duel go on.” 

His wife, who just after the tragedy 
went up to him and kissed him, is also 
under suryeillance. The policeman 
who made the arrest stated that he 
overheard the woman say: ‘I did not 
think you would do it in this way, 
Harry, but I will stand by you,” 

Thaw will be represented by {the 
most able counsel of the country, and 
it is stated his defence will be insanity, 

The dead man was well known in 
Montreal as the architect of the new 
Mount Royal Club, and he was also a 


consulting architect in connection 
with the Bank of Montrral recon- 
struction, 


Harry Thaw, the man who did the 
shooting, was in Montreal with his 
bride a few weeks ago.

DECLINE OF CHEF, 


The Woman Cook Is Preferred in Large 
Houses, 


The first change made in the domestic 
arrangements of a modern London or 
country house when-economy becomes 
the order of the day is to substitute a 
woman cook for the highly-paid and 
extravagant chef. 

Not only does this save a large sum 
in the head chel’s wages—for a chef de- 
mands £120 to £150 a year when he {s 
an unknown man in a moderate-sized 
house, and any sum from £500 to 
£1,500 a year when he is known; 
vhereas the best of women cooks can 
he engaged for £70 a year—but it saves 
much more in minor expenses, The wo- 
man will manage with one or two fewer 
assistants, will waste less material and, 
‘4 put the matter in delicate language, 
he claims fewer “perquisites.” The 
angry and plain-spoken mistress calls it 
stealing less. 

Moreover, the chatelaine of a famous 
old ducal house in the south of Eng- 
land, who has introduced this change, 
claims that the cooking is now much 
better and far more wholesome. The 
ordinary chef is too fond of new dishes, 
flavorings and sauces, 

Unfortunately women cooks rarely 
have any training in the management cf 
a large staff of subordinates or the 
organization, financial and otherwise, of 
large and numerous meals; and they 
fire consequently useless at the head cf 
club and hotel kitchens. Though their 
wages show some tendency to increase, 
they will never earn as much as a chef 
while this is the case. It is a pity that 
some of the larger schools of cookery 
cannot give lessons in such organiza-

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SUMMER CARE OF SWINE, 
Water is essential for hogs, allhough 
lt is not desirable that it should be sup- 
plied by means of a spring or running 
Stream through the hog lot, as it is 
very likely to become contaminated, 


and not only breed destruction for the 
owner's herd, bul carry disease germs 
to all of the farms lying below his, 
writes Prof. Andrew M. Soule. It is 
auite likely that hog cholera, the most 
virulent disease that the breeder has to 
fight, is frequently spread through the 


running streams which have become 
fouled by diseased animals drinking 
from them. It is better to have the 
stream outside the hos lot, so arranged 


as to give the hogs free access to it for 
drinking purposes only. “Wallowing 
holes” can be easily constructed with- 
out endangering the water supply, and 
the wise breeder will give the matter 
allention. 

A large box containing a mixture of 
salt, ashes, charcoal, copperas, etc., 
should be kept in the individual pens 
and the hog lot as well. One of the 
best mixtures suggested for giving to 
cholera stricken hogs is as follows: 
Wood charcoal one pound, sulphur one 
pound, salt two pounds, bicarbonate 
soda two pounds, hyposulphite soda two 
pounds, sulphate soda one pound, black 
antimony one pound. These ingredients 
should be completely pulverized and 
thoroughly mixed. The dose is one 
large tablespoonful for each 200 pound 
weight of hogs to be treated, and it 
should be given only once a day, 

Practical breeders have frequently ob- 
served that hogs break down in the 
hind quarters when fed exclusively on 
corn. This is due to the fact that 
corn does not supply enough mineral 
matter, and hence the importance cf

Instead of being the indigestible fruit 
which for 60 long they were believed to 
be, pineapples aro winning name and 
fame for themselves as one of nature's 
numerous specifics for the very trouble 
they were supposed to create- indiges 
tion. It was Senor Marcona to whom 
the credit of the delicious discovery is 
due—he It was who found that it was 
only the tough core that was indigesti- 
ble, and which gave tho fruit ils bad 
name. Then another discovery was 
made—an old story in the country of the 
pineapple, Africa, but news, indeed, to 
this country—that it was of use in cer- 
tain throat troubles, notably quinsy and 
tonsililis, the fresh fruit, or ils sweet 
ened juice, or even the canned form, 
when the other was not available. So 
good a medicine has it proved, in fact, 
that it is ranked among drugs, both in 
powdered form and as a tncture, 

Serving the fruit as a dessert, after a 
heavy dinner, proves conclusively 
enough Its value as a digester; and, like 
all of the natural medicines, it cures 
without causing some other trouble by 
way of reaction, There are dozens of 
ways to serve it, perhaps none of them 
more delicious than the simplest of all— 
the pickled pineapple. 

Preserved pineapple is delicious in 
winter, served with vanilla ice cream, 
with a dab of whipped cream on top.

DON'T FORGET THE KITCHEN. 


Hang at least one picture in your 
kitchen in such a place that it will meet 
your eye a score of times daily. Let it 
be a landscape or a figure, or a picture 
“that tells a story,” only be sure that it 
is not a scene that reproduces something 
of the daily routine.

Pineapple Trifle—Grate or chop a 
pineapple very fine, after peeling it and 
removing the “eyes.” Soak a half box 
of gelatin for an hour in a half cupful 
of cold water, then add a cupful of 
granulated sugar and a cupful of boil- 
ing water, and stir over the fire just 
long enough to dissolve the gelatin. As 
the mixture cools add the pineapple ; set 
the bowl containing it in a vessel of 
cracked ice, and stir steadily until the 
mixture thickens. Now beat in a pint 
of sweetened, whipped cream, and turn 
into a mould wet with cold water. When 
formed, eat with powdered sugar and 
cream. 


Pineapple *Pudding.—Peel and chop 8} 


pineapple and cover with granulated 
sugar. Let it stand in the icebox for an 
hour; then drain the juice from the 
fruit, saving both, In the bottom of a 
buttered pudding dish put a layer of 
split “lady fingers,” and over them pour 
a little of the pineapple juice, to which 
you have added two teaspoonfuls of 
lemon fuica. Spread the lady fingers 
with a layer of the chopped pineapple ; 
put in another layer of the pineapple, 
and more of the juice and fruit, Have 
the top layer of the moistened pine- 
apple, Cover, set the pudding dish in an 
outer pan of boiling water, and bake 
in a steady oven for at least an hour. 
Uncover and brown lightly. Serve this 
pudding with hot liquid sauce flavored 
with the juice of the two lemons and 
the grated peel of one. 

Appetizing Asparagus.—Cut off three 
inches from the tip end, wash, and cook 
in boiling salted water fifteen minutes, 
or till tender. Skim out and set away 
for salad.. Cut the remainder of the 
green stalks in half-inch pleces, wash, 
and cook in the water from the tips for 
half an hour. Mash fine; press through 
a sieve. There should be about a pint. 
Heat egain, add one pint milk, and 
when boiling thicken with one table- 
spoon corn starch cooked in one rounded 
tablespoon bulter, Season with salt and 
pepper, and just before serving mix 
one-half cup cream, with beaten yolk of 
one egg, in the tureen, and strain the 
boiling soup in it. Serve with tiny dried 
dice of white bread. 

On Toast.—Break or cut off the tough 
ends and scrape off the woody fibre or 
senles. Wash carefully and tie fn bun- 
dies. Put it in boiling salted water in a 


deep kettle, with fhe tips out of the 
water. The steam will cook them sufi- 
clently. Boil about twenty minutes. 


Allow one slice of toast for each person. 
Dip the ernst only in asparagus water, 
spread with butter, and lay the slices on 
no large plotter, Put the asparagus on 
the toast with the tips toward the back 
of the platter, Season with butter and 
salt. 

With Sauce.—Break off the stalks 
where they are fender, wash, tie in a 
bundle, cook in boiling water till ten- 
der. Drain, cut into inch pieces, and 
pour while sauce over it, using only 
enough to moisten it. 

Salad.—Use only about three inches of 
the tip end and cook as directed, and 
chill {t thoroughly. Serve it on a plat 
ter and pass with It French dressing, 
served {n small dishes, Into which each 
stalk may be dipped as desired.

Criminals in Sinai Subjected to Tests 
by Fire or Water.

| In all criminal cases where no witness- 
|es are forthcoming the judge, “El Ma- 
bashaa,” tests the suspected person by 
fire, by water or by dream. In the first 
the judge places an iron pan in the fire 
until it is red, hot and gives it to the 
|accused to touch-three times with his 
tongue. If marks of burning are shown 
en the tongue the accused is pronounced 
guilty. The theory, apparently, is that 
‘if he is not guilty the moisture on the 
| tongue prevents it from being burnt; if 
uilty his tongue would dry up from 
fear of being discovered. 

The test by water is described as fol- 
lows: “The ‘Mabashaa’ sits with the ac- 
cused and the spectators in a circle with 
a copper jug full of water placed in the 
centre. This jug is then made to ap- 
pear to move round the circle by means 
of witchcraft or hypnotism. If the jug 
returns back to the judge the accused 
is pronounced not guilty, but if the jug 
slops opposite the accused he is pro- 
nounced guilty.” } 

This description is rather wanting in 
| delail and it Is difficult to know how a 
jug which only appears to move can he 
a trustworthy index. In _ the test iy 
dream the “Mabashaa” sleeps and secs 
jin a dream if the accused is guilty er 
not.
